The gov ern m en t howev er, 
will n ot n ecessarily adhere to the ratio 
established w ith a state con fron ted by 
an ex ception al fire men ace.

The modern sy stem of su bm arin e 
sign alin g con sists of bells su n k in a t 
least tw en ty feet of w ater, operated 
by electricity or pn eu m atic or hy ­ 
drau lic pressu re. 
It is said th at a su b­ 
m arin e bell can be heard at a greater 
distan ce than an y foghorn , siren or 
n y other gen erally u sed air sign al or 
dev ice, an d it is recorded th at on e of 
these bells was heard at a distan ce of 
from ten to fifteen miles. 
The receiv in g apparatu s is v ery sim ­ 
ple, con sistin g of two cast iron tan ks, 
which are placed below the w ater lin e 
on either side of the ship’s bows an d 
in con tact w ith the shell of the ship 
In each tan k is the microphon e, which 
is con n ected by an electric telephon e 
sy stem w ith the bridge.

Longlev , state fire m arshal, for pu b­ 
lication in Mr. Longley ’s week ly bu l­ 
letins. 
Mr. Longley , some time ago, 
proclaimed October 9 as fire prev en­ 
tion day . 
Gov ernor Ralston’s proc­ 
lamation points 
ou t why people 
shou ld tak e greater 
precau tions to 
eliminate fires and tells of the rav ­ 
ages of fire in the state in past 
For twro y ears the Gov ernor of the 
state has issu ed 
a fire prev ention 
proclamation at the req u est, of. civ ic 
organizations. 
The new 
state 
fire 
m arshal took u p the annu al cu stom, 
and hereafter will call on the Gov ern­ 
or to issu e a proclamation, setting 
aside one day on which premises will 
je cleaned u p, ru bbish 
disposed of 
and the schools u sed as a v ehicle for 
teaching children v ariou s places of 
lire prev ention work . 
From May 15 to Sept. I, a sea­ 
son when heating stov es 
and 
fu r­ 
naces are not in u se, there hav e been 
in Indiana 17 8 fires and a resu lting 
oss of $101,427 , du e 
to 
defectiv e 
flu es. 
, 
This fact, based on figu res tabu la­ 
ted in the office of the state fire m ar­ 
shal, emphasizes the necessity of a 
thorou gh inspection of all flu es, be­ 
fore stov es and fu rnaces are lighted 
^or the winter season. 
And, this inspection is one of the 
du ties now being u rged u pon the peo­ 
ple of Indiana as a part of Fire P re­ 
v ention Day . 
“In this, as in other v ital m atters, 
w7e realize the necessity for action, 
bu t we are apt to delay and post­ 
pone,” said Fire 
M arshal 
Longley . 
“It is merely a q u estion of getting 
the thing done, thereby av oiding the 
more freq u ent and more 
nu merou s 
fires arising 
from 
Defectiv e 
fines 
when the winter season sets in. 
“Fire Prev ention Day sets a time 
when the citizens of the state may 
tak e proper measu res for their safe­ 
ty . 
It fix es a certain 
day —mak es 
the time definite. 
When ou r people 
determine to do a thing, they do it. 
The time is chosen. All they need to 
do is to say ‘PII do it’— and it will be 
done.” 
Upon the showing that $100,000 
was lost by fires from defectiv e flu es 
du ring three su mmer 
months, 
the 
y early loss cau sed by defectiv e flu es 
wou ld be $400,000— nearly 
half-a- 
million dollars. 
Bu t it is lik ely that 
the loss wou ld be 
nearer 
$500,000 


than $400,000 each y ear. 
Reports from fire m arshals in oth­ 
er states show* that in the cou rse of 
a y ear, the most freq u ent cau se of 
fires is the defectiv e flu e. It cau ses 
more dwelling hou se fires than spark s 
from the chimney . 
Flu es become defectiv e, freq u ently , 
becau se the chimney is bu ilt in the 
hou se iii su ch a way that it 
mu st 
bear part of the stru ctu re’s weight. 
This cau ses the flu e to crack 
when 
the hou se settles. 
Chimney s shou ld 
be bu ilt from the 
grou nd 
u p, 
and 
shou ld nev er rest on wrood su pports. 
Brick s, blown down by the wind in 
the su mmer time, often resu lt in de­ 
fectiv e flu es. 
And where no inspec­ 
tion is made 
in the 
fall, the first 
k nowledge of the accident comes to 
the hou seholder wdien his home is in 
flames. 
An inspection on Fire 
Prev ention 
Day wou ld disclose su ch conditions, 
wou ld rev eal crack s where they ex ist 
and wou ld permit repairs in time to 
prev ent a fu tu re fire. 
This inspection shou ld be made 
particu larly in the attic, and care 
shou ld be tak en to see that no inflam­ 
mable m aterial is 
k ept 
near 
the 
chimney . 
In addition to the loss in 
dollars and cents, there is 
another 
hazard alway s present in the bu rning 
of a home. 
In Wisconsin, 
in 
one 
y ear 28 persons lost their liv es in 
hou ses fired bv defectiv e flu es.

swamps 
and the lak es of northern Indiana, 
and they hav e done good work in 
ru nning down these law7 v iolators. 
“We u se these motorcy cles in ap­ 
prehending hu nters 
from 
Chicago, 
who v isit the lak es and marshes of 
northern 
Indiana 
in 
au tomobiles. 
Many of these 
socalled 
sportsmen 
bring their dogs along and try to es­ 
cape ov er the state line after bagging 
prairie chick ens and du ck s. 
“We are anx iou s to enforce the 
new federal m igratory game law and 
are try ing to do it, bu t the law can 
not be effectiv e in Indiana 
withou t 
financial aid from the gov ernment.”

AN OPEN BALLOT 


Huerta Gives Guarantee 
of 


Free Elections. 


ASSURANCE OF EARLY PEACE 


In His Massage to Congress. Mexico's 


Provisional President Makes Prom­ 


ise of the Re- Establishment of Polit­ 


ical, Social and Economical Equilib­ 


rium in That Country, but Touches 


Lightly on American Relations. 


Mex ico City , Sep t. 17.—In his mes­ 
sage to congress Prov isional President 
Hu erta refers to the tenseness of the 
dip lomatic relations between the Mex ­ 
ican 
gov ernment 
and 
the 
United 
States, bu t “lu ckily not with the p eo­ 
p le of that cou ntry .” 
He ex p resses 
the hop e that the negotiations with 
the American gov ernment will sp eed 
ily resu lt in a solu tion of the differ­ 
ences which hav e arisen between the 
two cou ntries. 
General Hu erta, as if to contrast the 
attitu de of the United States toward 
the gov ernment of Mex ico, names 
twenty -six other nations which hav e 
recognized the p resent gov ernment of 
Mex ico. 
The p rov isional p resident p romises 
on behalf of the gov ernment to hold 
the national elections for the p resider 
cy set for Oct. 26, on schedu le time, 
and adds that arrangements for the 
holding of these elections already are 
in p rogress. 
In his reference to the statu s of the 
relations between the United States 
and Mex ico, President Hu erta insists 
that there is no crisis between the 
p eop le of the United States and the 
p eop le of Mex ico, and that whatev er 
tension may ex ist is between his gov ­ 
ernment and that of President Wilson, 
who seems to be determined not to 
recognize him, thu s p rev enting the 
p acification 
of 
the 
sister 
rep u blic 
which is its neighbor. 
General Hu erta carefu lly av oided ic 
his message any reference to the re­ 
qu est that he retire from the gov ern­ 
ment or that he be eliminated as a 
candidate for p resident, althou gh he 
clearly states that he will p romp tly re­ 
store p eace and bring abou t the u n­ 
restricted election of a p resident and 
v ice p resident. 
The p rov isional p resident blames 
the strained dip lomatic relations be­ 
tween Mex ico and the United States 
for the delay in the p acification of the 
cou ntry , bu t adds that he sincerely 
hop es the crisis will soon be ended and 
that the two cou ntries once more will 
be u nited in bonds of friendship . 
Those who had ex p ected that Presi­ 
dent Hu erta wou ld ex p lain in his mes­ 
sage the latest notes ex changed be­ 
tween the United States and Mex ico. 
as did President Wilson in his mes­ 
sage to the American congress, were 
greatly disap i>ointed, as the p rov ision­ 
al ex ecu tiv e in his p eroration said: 
“The Mex ican gov ernment regards 
the p acification of the cou ntry as an 
u rgent necessity in order to restore 
the p u blic serv ices to their norma, 
state; to re-establish their p olitical, 
social and economic equ ilibriu m, and 
to make p ossible a p rogram of reforms 
which will satisfy the national asp ira 
tion. 
« 
“I will sp are no effort and no sacri­ 
fice to obtain the cov eted p eace and to 
gu arantee fu lly in the coming elections 
the free casting of ballots, 
“You may be su re it will constitu te 
the greatest p ossibly triu mp h for the 
interim gov ernment to su rrender office 
to its su ccessor if the latter, as it is 
ex p ected, enters u p on its fu nctions 
with p u blic p eace and order an accorn 
p lished fact.”

SCHMIDT AND VICTIM 


New York Priest and the Girl 


Whose Murder He Confessed. 


SAID HE WAS MAKING 


MONEY FOR THE POOR 


Wily Murderous Priest Took 


Up Counterteltlng. 


Newr York, Sep t. 17.—The former 
assistant p riest of St. Josep h’s Roman 
Catholic chu rch, Hans Schmidt, who 
confessed he killed and cu t u p the 
body of Anna Au mu ller and du mp ed 
the p ieces in the Hu dson, and Ernest 
Arthu r Mu ret, the self-confessed frau d­ 
u lent dentist, who was arrested in con­ 
nection with his cou nterfeiting p art 
nership with the p riest, will be formal 
ly charged by the federal au thorities 
with carry ing on a bogu s money mak­ 
ing enterp rise. 
Fou r secret serv ice men went to the 
flat at 516 West 134th street, which 
Mu ret, as “George Miller,'’ and the 
p riest rigged u p as a cou nterfeiting 
p lant, and confiscated ev ery thing in 
sight. In the comp laints su bsequ ently 
draw-n u p it was alleged that Mu ret 
and Schmidt had been engaged in mak 
ing cou nterfeit money . 
Mu ret and 
Schmidt bear a striking resemblance 
to each other, a fact which has led the 
p olice to believ e that they may be re 
lated to each other, althou gh each man 
solemnly av ers that different blood 
ru ns in their v eins. 


W h y He Became a Coiner. 


Schmidt, drop p ing p lacing the re­ 
sp onsibility for his actions u p on St. 
Elizabeth of Hu ngary and Abraham, to 
which he has laid mu ch emp hasis since 
his arrest, now assu res Father Ev ers 
that it was the v oice of God that had 
directed him. 
“Did the dentist help y ou cu t u p the 
body of Anna Au mu ller?” asked the 
chap lain. 
“No,” rep lied 
Schmidt. 
“I acted 
alone as a p riest at the sacrifice. 
Mu ret had nothing to do with it.” 
“Where did y ou get y ou r cou nter­ 
feiting ou tfit?” asked Father Ev ers. 
“God gav e them to me.” 
Then the chap lain asked: 
“What 
were y ou going to do with all the mon­ 
ey that y ou made?” 
“The condition of the p oor is bad,” 
rep lied Schmidt. 
“It’s the few wile 
hav e all the money . 
I was going to 
giv e half the money I made to the p oor 
in this cou ntry and half to the p oor of 
Germany .” 
“When y ou left Germany ,” continu ed 
Father Ev ers, “all y ou r p riestly fu nc­ 
tions had been withdrawn. 
Howr did 
y ou get y ou r letters to the bishop ?” 
“God abov e gav e them to me," was 
the rep ly . “God is greater than all the 
bishop s.”
